Some People believe, bis Majefty has only given Orders 
to aflemble his Troops on the Frontiers of Sixony; and 
that he will not either grant Auxiliaries to the Queen of 
Hungary, or make himſelt, in any Shape, a Party to the 
War, till he fees what Turn Affairs will take in Bohe- 
mia; at leaft, jt may be depended upon, that the De- 
daration of the Pruffian Minifter, importing, tbat bis 
Mafter had been invited to enter that Kingdom by fome 
of its principal Inhabitants, who dreaded the Enquiries 
the Auftrians were about to make into their Conduct, 
during the laft War, had made a great Impreffion here. 
Sach as oppofe the Augmentation of the Troops of the 
Republick, are pleas’d co fay, that as we did not chink 
proper to arm, when Foreign Troops made a Road thro’ 
our Country; there cannot be any Thing more 
ablethan to put the Nation to an unneceflary Expence 
at this Junéture ; when it is morally certain, that none 
of the Powers in Europe are —* by Intereft, or 
have given the leaft Caufe to fufpect that chey ate led 
by Inclination, to. give any Diftarbance,to the Repub- 
lick ig any Part of her Dom/‘nions. 

Ram, September 5. An Aufttion General arrived here 
lately, who dernanded 2000 Waggon Load of Hay to be 
furosfhed at the Rate of 40 Waggons per Diem; which 
Affair was regulated in a Congregation held this Morning, 
on that Subject, at the Quirinal; but, notwithRanding 
this Grant of Hay, snd ot every Thing elfe which has 
been demanded on the Part of Prince Lobkowitz, his 
Huffars, and: Irregular Troops are continually cutting 
down the Vines, taking away the Peoples Fiowers, end 
flopping the Provifions that they find on the Road to 
this City. We had an Inftance of this Yefterday, when 

they ftopped a Perfon who was bringing 40 Oxen hithey, 
took away his Cattle, and refus’d to reltore them, tll 
he thought fit to give them to ee by Way of 
Ranfom. Thefe Grievances are 2 y intolerable, and 
as the Country People are now. bufy in drying. their 
Grapes, his Holinefs bas refolved to merch all the Cui- 
rafliers in his Service, in {mall Parties, to prevent, if 
poflible, fuch Ravages for the future. Prince Lobkowitz 
has made two Attempts to difpoffefs the Spaniards ot 
the Mountain of Artemefio, but without Suceefs. This 
Morning we have an Account, that an advane’d Guard 
ot the Auftrians, confiting of 130 Men, deferted ina 
Body, Officers and all, and went over to the Count de 
Gages. As there are great Quantities of Baggage, Arms, 
and Ammunition feat thro” this City, privately, every 
Night; we are, from. thence, led to believe, that his 
HighnefS thinks ferioufly of a Retreat, and that he will 
foon march back with his Army into:\Lombardy. . 

Leghorn, September ¢. We Yelterday receiv’d Advice, 
that the Englith Fleet is arriv’d at Genoa; and. that Ad- 
miral Matthews ‘having refign’d the Command of it to 
Vice-Admiral Rowley, had paffed thro’ chat City in his 
Way to London, We apprehend that this Fleet will 
foon arrive here ; at leaft; it feems probable from che 
Meafures that are caking in our‘Neighbourhood, that a 
very great Supply of Provifions isto be got | 
for che Ufe of the Ficet ; fo shet it is not impoflible it 
May remain here for fome time. According to our 
lit Advices from Piedmont, the Allies have found, in 
the Cattle of Demont, $6 Pieces of Brafs and Iron Can- 
fon, 18 Mortars, 2000 Fulils, and a vat Quantity of
